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Deceptive Financing Will 
Not Balance U. 
Budget 


Believe it or not. the public debt was reduced by 
a cool $2 000 000 000 with the dawn of November. On 
the first of this month, $3,778,000,000 in certificates of 
indebtedness fell due. and the Treasury replaced them 
by only $1 778 000 000 in new certificates. 
But there is no occasion for jubilance and tor 
rushing to the conclusion that the government has 
rolled up a little surplus of $2,000,000,000, 
Not at all. 
The amount was drawn out of the balance which the 
Trea ury keeps in its general fund 
Although the 
public debt decreased by $2,000,000,000. so did the 
treasury's working balance. 
All that is saved is the 
interest. 
As a m atter of fact, the government has had a 
ight deficit o far during this fiscal year. 
A surplus 
for the year ^w as shown for some days during Sep­ 
tember. but that was a month of heavy income tax 
payments for the quarter-year. 
The general fund in the Treasury now has a cash 
balance of slightly over $8 000.000.000. 
That should 
be subtracted from the gross public debt of $264,000 - 
000 OOO to oring it down to a net of $256,000,000,000. 
The limit now fixed by law is $275,000,000,000 
The maximum debt rolled up as a result of World 
War I was a little more than $26 000.000.000 
This 
w as cut by approximately one-third by the time of 
the depression of 1929. 
Now’ some authorities be­ 
lieve that the present debt will never be reduced very 
much. and th at the United States will carry it in­ 
definitely as Great Britain did with her World War 
1 debt. 
In that case. Interest payments on the debt 
alone would approximate the total cost of the federal 
government In 1939 
All of this reminds us that after a period of off 
anam, on again backing and filling, the Truman 
administration has thrown in the sponge in the effort 
to balance the budget. 
The left wingers always have 
opposed all moves to this end. 
It seems that the political philosophy of spend 
ar.d 'pend elect and elect has taken too thorough 
a hold. 
Democratic leaders, appraised by their fol­ 
lowers of the national wave of public resentment 
against them, have become panic-stricken and are 
revering to the theory that the only way to appease 
the wild populace is to hand out more bread and 
circuses. 
There is only one method to balance the federal 
budget, and that is by clbsing out the bureaus re­ 
sponsible for the spending and sloughing off a million 
and a half government employes. 
Employers are 
bagging for more help to enable them to increase 
production. 
Uprooting these employes from the 
payroll would be a kindness to them. 
It would have 
the result of transferring them to private enterprise, 
which offers far more opportunities than are to be 
found on the government payroll. 
And higher production by private enterprise would 
have an infinitely greater stabilizing influence than 
has been exerted bv bureaucratic edict* handed out 
by Washington. 
Tile only tangible result of these 
has be*n to add to the national mess. 
The nation 
faces the alternative of Increasing production and 
thus increasing the purchasing power of the dollar 
or o f continuing government interference and thus 
toying with a dangerous economic situation. 
It Will b«* easy’ to balance the budget, pay off the 
public debt ana initiate an era of real prosperity by 
canceling the war powers and winding up the spend­ 
ing agencies with their hundreds of thousands of 
employes. 
The nation must take this step and the 
longer it is deferred, the harder it will be for every 
r:*’.zen 
But the vacillating Truman will not take

O TH IN G is m ore exasperat­ 
ing to parents th a n lack of 
success 
In 
teaching 
th eir 
offspring bladder control. As 
a rule, by th e end of a year and a 
half, th e youngster begins to sleep 
th ru the night w ithout w etting th® 
bed. Some need a longer period— 
up to 36 m onths. 
T he sm all percentage who are u n ­ 
able to regulate th e process after 
this tim e often create an em barrass­ 
ing problem . Enuresis Is most com­ 
mon in children but th e experiences 
of our m edical officers in the last 
w ar showed th a t a larger num ber of 
adults are victim s th an we suspected. 
M any physical and m ental factors 
are to blam e and the longer th e sit­ 
uation continues, the m ore complex 
it becomes. A sym pathetic and ra ­ 
tional plan will be of greater value 
th an ridicule and punishm ent. Such 
m easures are tried too often and 
after they become an old story the 
suffererer develops 
an indifferent 
attitu d e toward the whole affair. 


In m any instances a disorder In 
th e kidneys or bladder is the basis 
of trouble. Som etim es a birth de­ 
fect is present or Irritation from In­ 
fection or uncleanliness. Now and 
then the youngster is m alnourished 
or has not been given sufficient 
training. 
T he little one m ay be 
drinking too m uch after 5 p. rn. and 
occasionally the liquids contain sub­ 
stances which stim ulate th e kidney*. 
The tot often plays too h ard before 
retiring and goes into a coma like 
sleep from which th e urge to void 
will not w*aken him 
M ore frequently th e cause is deep­ 
seated and related to th e personality 
developm ent of th e youngster M any 
are unhappy or dejected and have 
a feeling of inferiority. They m ay 
be sensitive to teasing or subject to 
tem per tantrum s. O thers just lack 
th e will to try to do better and a 
few are feeblem inded. In some in ­ 
stances. th e parents are to blame. 


Recently 
C randall 
told 
of 
the 
m ethod w hich he used to help boys 
in a m ilitary academ y to overcome 
th e defect. It worked in all but two 
of 15 difficult cases. Fluids were for­ 
bidden after the evening m eal but 
th e lads were encouraged to eat 
th ree or four salty crackers or pop­ 
corn before retiring in an attem pt 
to force retention of fluid in the tis­ 
sues. 
Raw 
apples, 
canned 
fish, 
candy, ice cream , pepper, and other 
condim ents, coffee, tea. cocoa. and 
cola drinks w*ere out of bounds. T he 
beverages were om itted because of 
th eir stim ulating effect but the only 
reason why th e foods were denied 
was to deprive the youngster of 
some of his pleasures. 
In order to aid in establishing 
bladder control, each p atien t was 
told to pinch his arm or leg every 
tim e he needed to void during th e 
day; then to w ait several m inutes. 
or as long as he could, before going 
to the bathroom . In order to wake 
up by him self a t 11:30 a t night, a 
variation of Coue*X repetitious strain, 
‘ Every day in every way I am get­ 
ting better and b etter” was tried. 
Tile chap had to repeat in a sing­ 
song w hisper before falling to sleep: 
“ I am 
going to wake up a t — 
o'clock.” 
Roughhousing before bedtim e was 
not perm itted. In addition, sleeping 
in a cold room w ith heavy bedcovers 
was avoided. It was felt th a t th e 
child 
should 
asum e 
responsibility 
for his inconvenient habit; hence he 
was asked to launder his soiled 
clothing.
